About October 


Carson's feverish interest in the 


dant county division project and the 
location of the new county seat result- 
ed October 1, Director Roberts of the 
North Dakota section of the weather 
bureau finds, in that little city having j 
the greatest range of temperature in i 
the state, 57 decrees, which is some 
variation for iv Dingle day. Carson al- 
so had on that date the highest tem- 
perature in North Dakota, 85 degrees 
in the shade. October, 1916, was tbe 
coldest in the eli«.atologital history of 
North Dakota, with but two excep- 
tions, the Octobers of 18t8 and 1913. 


The lowest temperature for the 


month, two below, was exceeded but 
twice, in 1895, when the mercury hit 
12 below, and in 1911, when ft drop- 
ped to 11. The Orean temperature for 
tbe s»ate was 40, which is not nearly 
so mean as Forrest Crissey 
would 


make it, were he writing weather for 
North Dakota. 


At Williston there was a wind move 


ment during the month sufficient to 
have dioved that city 6,05:; miles from 
there, had it not been firmly anchored 
in Williams county, and the Williston 
movement was a gentle zephjr com- 
pared «Hh the big wind 
at

i4ke, which blew 8,293 miles during 
the month.
